Alberta’s struggle to fix a crisis in 
emergency room waits took an in-house 
turn Thursday when the No. 2 politician in 
the Health Department blamed the 
bureaucrats. 

“We’re not the people running the darn 
thing. That’s AHS (Alberta Health Services). 
They need to be held accountable by us in 
government, by us in the legislature, by all 
Albertans,” Raj Sherman, the 
parliamentary assistant to Health Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky, told reporters. 

“They’ve got the biggest (budgetary) pay 
raise in history to deliver health care. 
They’ve been given the best staff in the na¬ 
tion and the hardest working staff in the 
nation... The leadership in AHS needs to 
inspire the frontline staff.” 

Sherman, who is also an emergency 
room physician, made the comments after 
an email he wrote to government and hos¬ 
pital colleagues was leaked to the media. 

In the email, Sherman said he offered to 
quit his post weeks ago in frustration over 
the decisions made by his government and 
by Alberta Health Services, which is the 
service delivery arm of Alberta Health. 

He singled out Premier Ed Stelmach for 
not following through on a 2008 promise

O Shrader dated the woman in high school — in 1975 


A West Virginia man’s ob¬ 
session with an ex-girl- 
friend led him to kill her 
mother and a friend, and 
then to stalk her for 
decades — even after he 
went to prison, court offi¬ 
cials say. Now his obses¬ 
sion has netted him a new 
prison sentence of nearly 
20 years. 

Thomas C. Shrader was 
sentenced Thursday to 19 
years and seven months. 

U.S. District Judge Irene 
Berger opted for the maxi¬ 
mum under proposed 
penalties for offenders 
deemed armed career 
criminals. 

“You’ve refused to move 
on. You’ve refused to let 
go, causing such difficul¬ 
ties,” Berger told the 56- 
year-old. 

“You’ve pursued this ob¬ 
session for about 35 years. 
The sentence is appropri¬ 
ate and necessaiy.” 

Separate juries had 
found Shrader guilty earli-

Shrader tried to sue the 
ex-girlfriend, alleging she 
had promised to marry 
him. He also escaped from 
the McDowell County Jail 
in the late 1970 s. 

In the 2009 letter, he told 
the woman he had gone 
to her house to look for 
her while on the lam. 

He pleaded guilty to 
escape in 1979, adding a 
year to his earlier 
sentence.

stalking and of being a 
felon in possession of 
firearms. 

Most recently, Shrader 
had tracked down the 
woman and her family in 
Texas before phoning her, 
and then last year sending 
her a 32-page ultimatum 


that warned, “Running 
won’t do you any good.” 

The FBI found long guns 
in Shrader’s Mercer County 
home when he was arrest¬ 
ed after sending the letter. 

Shrader, who is appeal¬ 
ing his convictions, chose 
not to speak at his sentenc¬ 
ing. Assistant U.S. Public 
Defender Christian Capece 
argued without success 
that the armed career 
criminal penalty should 
not apply to Shrader. 
Capece said Shrader has 
maintained his innocence, 
and noted the yearlong pe¬ 
riods when there was no 
contact between him and 
the onetime girlfriend. 

The woman, identified 
in court papers only as D.S., 
and her husband addressed 
the court and urged the 
toughest sentence. 

“It’s hard to explain the 
horrific fear that we’ve 
been through,” the woman 
said.

On Thursday, Bolivian officials incinerated about 32 
tons of coca leaves, illegally grown to be used in the 
preparation of narcotics and seized during different 
operations in the states of Cochabamba and Santa 
Cruz during the last three years. Bolivia's anti-drug 
laws allow the cultivation of certain quantities of co¬ 
ca plants, the key ingredient of cocaine, just for tra¬ 
ditional uses. 


How does 
this make 
Pluto feel? 

Scientists have discovered 
the first planet from an¬ 
other galaxy, sort of. 

While some 500 plan¬ 
ets have been identified 
in other parts of our 
galaxy — the Milky Way 
— none has been reported 
in other galaxies. 

Now one has been dis¬ 
covered orbiting a star 
called HIP 13044, located 
about 2,000 light year 


away. While this star is 
now in the Milky Way, re¬ 
searchers report in Thurs¬ 
day’s online edition of the 
journal Science that it 
originated in a separate 
galaxy that was later can¬ 
nibalized by ours. 

That makes the new 
planet, which is about 20 
per cent larger than 
Jupiter, the first found to 
have originated in anoth¬ 
er galaxy. 

“This discovery is very 
exciting,” Rainer Klement 
of Germany’s Max Planck 
Institute for Astronomy, 
said in a statement.

Soldiers in Madagascar 
have often intruded in poli¬ 
tics, but their latest at¬ 
tempt is fizzling, leaving a 
group of officers holed up 
at a base and the island’s 
civilian leader — who him¬ 
self took power in a coup 
20 months ago — largely 
ignoring what appears to 
have been a poorly planned 
putsch. 

The military officers 
called reporters to a base 
near the airport Wednes¬ 
day, prepared to read a list 
of their demands. Outside 
the base, the nation was 
voting on a new constitu¬ 
tion proposed by Andiy Ra- 
joelina, who grabbed 
power with militaiy back¬ 
ing last year. The officers’ 
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list included a call on sol¬ 
diers and civilians to rally 
and topple Rajoelina, but 
there was little sign of an 
uprising. 


Instead, Malagasy, as the 
people of this Indian Ocean 
island are known, kept vot¬ 
ing. Thursday, the capital 
was calm, with no sign Ra- 
joelina’s forces would tiy to 
oust the mutinous militaiy 
officers from their base. 

The proposed new char¬ 
ter largely resembles the 
existing constitution, but a 
key new clause proposes 
that the current leader of a 
so-called High Transitional 
Authority — Rajoelina — 
would remain in power 
until a new president is 
elected. That was seen as a 
bid by Rajoelina to stay in 
power indefinitely because 
there was no certainty new 
elections would be held.

Is marriage becoming ob¬ 
solete in the U.S.? 

Nearly one in three 
American children is liv¬ 
ing with a parent who is 
divorced, separated or 
never married. More peo¬ 
ple are accepting the view 
that wedding bells aren’t 
needed to have a family. 

A study by the Pew Re¬ 
search Center, in associa¬ 
tion with Time magazine, 
highlights rapidly chang¬ 
ing notions of the Ameri¬ 
can family. And the U.S. 
Census Bureau, too, is 
planning to incorporate 
broader definitions of 
family when measuring 
poverty, a shift caused 
partly by recent jumps in 
unmarried couples living 


together. 

About 29 per cent of 
children younger than 18 
now live with a parent or 
parents who are unwed or 
no longer married, a five¬ 
fold increase from 1960, 
according to the Pew 
report that was released 
Thursday. Broken down 
further, about 15 per cent 
have parents who are di¬ 
vorced or separated and 


14 per cent who were nev¬ 
er married. Within those 
two groups, a sizable 
chunk — six per cent — 
have parents who are live- 
in couples who opted to 
raise kids together 
without getting married. 

Indeed, about 39 per 
cent of Americans said 
marriage was becoming 
obsolete.

Aguilera insists she rel¬ 
ished the challenges of act¬ 
ing for the first time. 

“It’s a new thing for me, 
so 1 really tried to give my¬ 
self wholeheartedly,” she 
says, though there was at 
least one unforeseen side 
effect of taking on the role 
of Ali, a young performer 
fresh off the bus from Iowa 
who works her way up at a 
Sunset Strip burlesque 
club. 

“I would get veiy ram¬ 
bunctious,” she says of the 
having to put her own per¬ 
sonality aside to embody 
Ali. 


“I had a lot of pent-up 
energy, because I was b^ 
ing neglectful of myself, 
that when I wasn’t being 
Ali on camera I was really 
antsy.” 

While she’s made a 
name for herself belting 
out tunes, Aguilera admits 
she’s not breaking out into 
song at any opportunity 
when she’s not at work. 

“I’m very reserved when 
it comes to that,” she says. 
“1 know there are certain 
singers that won’t shut up, 
but I’m very reserved when 
I’m going about my normal 
life. But then whenever the 
stage hits or it’s time to per- 
foim, it just comes up. And 
out.” 

Of course, she’s not com¬ 
pletely mum around the 
house. She still saves some 
of her voice for her young 
son. Max. “I sing him to 
sleep every night, and my 
favourite song to sing him 
is this little, soft lullaby 
from Mary Poppins called 
Stay Awake,” she says. 

And while she’s com¬ 
pletely committed to Max, 
Aguilera says she never 
considered putting her ca¬ 
reer on hold. “I think it 
would send the worst mes¬ 
sage possible to my child,” 
she says. 

“...I think part of hav¬ 
ing kids is creating a good 
balance so that you can 
then inspire them to be 
their own individual and 
find what they’re passion¬ 
ate about and what goals 
they want to achieve in 
their lives."

Peace, a dull film, 
based on a not-so-dull 
book by John Knowles, 
starring Parker Steven¬ 
son, which was later re¬ 
made as a 
better-than-average 
made-for-TV movie. 

Without the original 
film’s portrayal of De¬ 
von Academy we might 
not have Dead Poet’s 
Society (set at “the best 
prep school in 
America”) or any other 
classroom drama that 
teaches life lessons 
alongside the three R’s. 
For instance, the all¬ 


star students — Brendan 
Fraser, Ben Affleck, Matt 
Damon and Chris O’Don¬ 
nell — in School Ties 
learn a lesson not on the 
curriculum: the power of 
prejudice. Fraser plays 
David Greene, a Jewish 
student at a waspy prep 
school in the 1950’s who 
becomes the victim of vi¬ 
cious anti-Semitism. 

Most noteworthy 
because of its soon-to-be- 
famous cast, this came out 
five years before Good 
Will Hunting made 
Affleck and Damon super- 
stars, and a year before 
Ghris O’Donnell was nom¬ 
inated for a Golden Globe 
for his other prep school 
drama Scent of a Woman 
— the movie’s message of 
tolerance resonates when 
set against today’s recent 


news stories about school 
bullying. 

But don’t think all pri¬ 
vate school movies are 
about “carpe diem” and 
uplifting messages. Gruel 
Intentions sees a group of 
good looking learners en¬ 
gage in a dangerous game 
of seduction and betrayal. 
And the only lesson Ghris 
O’Donnell learns in Scent 
of a Woman — whose all 
male boarding school 


scenes were actually shot 
at one of the U.S.’s oldest 
all-female boarding 
schools — is how to avoid 
being crushed by the 
weight of A1 Pacino’s over 
acting. 

Most vapid, however, is 
Private School, starring 
Phoebe Gates and 
Matthew Modine as star- 
crossed students from the 
Gheriyvale Academy for 
Women and the 


Freemount Academy for 
Men. Gompletely devoid 
of merit, it most famously 
features gratuitous 
topless horseback riding 
and a female shower 
scene; behaviour Albus 
Dumbledore would 
certainly frown on. Grit- 
ics too frowned upon the 
movie. One writer said, 
“hardcore porn has a bet¬ 
ter reputation” than this 
teen sex comedy.

Russell Crowe digs deep 
and transforms himself for 
every role he takes on, 
making decent movies bet¬ 
ter and great movies excel¬ 
lent. He’s so consistently 
good, even some off-cam¬ 
era antics from time to 
time don’t become a 
distraction; he never fails 
to convince us. 

With the opening this 
week of The Next Three 
Days, here’s a look at 
Crowe’s five most captivat¬ 
ing performances.

(1997) 

He'd made a name for 
himself already in 
Australia with 1992's 
Romper Stomper, but this 
is the role that made 
Crowe famous in America. 

As the beefy detective 
Bud White, he's got a 
mean streak, but for all 
the right reasons. He bru¬ 
tally avenges the abuses 
suffered by battered 
wives. He reveals his tor¬ 
tured, tender side in his 
scenes with Kim Basinger, 
an Oscar-winner for her 
portrayal as a Veronica 
Lake look-alike prostitute. 

All the characters and 
motivations are complex 
in Curtis Hanson's 
intense, visceral noir, but 
Bud White oozes moral 
ambiguity, and Crowe 
never makes him 
anything less than fasci¬ 
nating to watch. 



The Insider 
(1999) 

Crowe earned his first 
Academy Award nomina¬ 
tion for best actor for 
playing Big Tobacco 
whistleblower Jeffrey 
Wigand. 

Michael Mann's smart, 
suspenseful depiction of 
real-life events also 
required Crowe to pack 
on the pounds, and he 
steals the show from co- 
star Al Pacino as a 60 
Minutes producer — no 
easy feat — with his 
measured performance 
as a conflicted everyman. 

Wigand is tormented 
by his knowledge of the 
danger of tobacco but 
compelled by a 
nondisclosure agreement 
to keep his mouth shut, 
and Crowe plays his ethi¬ 
cal dilemma with quiet 
moodiness. 



Gladiator 

( 2000 ) 

A physical and emotional 
shift in the opposite ex¬ 
treme for Crowe. In Rid¬ 
ley Scott's historical epic, 
he's muscular, fierce and 
intimidating as Roman 
general Maximus. 

This is the role that 
earned him his best-actor 
Oscar — and the film 
won five in total, includ¬ 
ing best picture. It's an 
enormous, CGI-heavy 
spectacle, old school in 
tone but high-tech in its 
visual trickery. For the 
most part the film feels 
silly, over-the-top, mind¬ 
less and empty, but 
Crowe grounds it by be¬ 
lievably conveying his 
character's remorse. 

While his low rumble 
of a gravelly voice 
provides some gravitas, 
Crowe also gets to 
scream. A lot.

( 2001 ) 

Crowe's transformation 
into tortured math 
genius John Forbes Nash 
Jr. is stunning — reminis¬ 
cent of the one he'd 
pulled off two years earli¬ 
er in The Insider, but even 
more effective because 
Nash's story is so much 
more personal. 

It's almost too bad 
that he won the best-ac¬ 
tor Oscar for Gladiator, 
because he deserved the 
award even more for his 
work here. Aging on 
screen over a period of 
nearly 50 years, Crowe 
turns Nash from a swag¬ 
gering genius to a shaken 
shell of a man, and the 
disintegration is 
believable and 
compelling. Prior to 
Frost/Nixon, this was di¬ 
rector Ron Howard's 
crowning achievement. 


3:10 to Yuma 
(2007) 

The original 1957 Western 
didn't need to be remade, 
but director James 
Mangold not only remains 
true to its roots but 
expands on them in ways 
that are thrilling and thor¬ 
oughly entertaining. 

Crowe, as the danger¬ 
ous Ben Wade, does what¬ 
ever he wants, whenever 
he wants. He comes off 
like a gentleman, quoting 
scripture and drawing 
sketches of the people he 
meets on his travels. But 
he's still a killer through 
and through, and Crowe, 
with his infinite capacity 
for both charm and dark¬ 
ness, reveals all the 
colours of his character's 
personality subtly and bril¬ 
liantly. His mano-a-mano 
verbal sparring with 
fellow heavyweight actor 
Christian Bale, as the 
rancher tasked with 
escorting Wade to the 
train that'll take him to 
prison, is a joy to watch.

O After topping the charts with Revolution, Miranda 
Lambert is gathering material for a new release 


Now that Miranda Lambert 
has swept the major coun- 
tiy music awards for al¬ 
bum of the year, she faces 
a daunting prospect: Top¬ 
ping Revolution. 

“ITl probably be pan¬ 
icked the night before my 
new record comes out be¬ 
cause I love Revolution 
still and I can’t even imag¬ 
ine starting on a new 
record,” Lambert said in an 
interview earlier this 
month. 

“But I know I’ve got to 
and I know that I don’t 
need to compare myself to 
myself. 

“I’ve just got to keep do¬ 
ing what I do and moving 
forward. But, yes. I’m so 
freakin’ nervous.” 

Lambert’s last album, 
released in September 
2009, went platinum, 
spawned two No. 1 hits 


and helped her win three 
awards at the CMAs last 
week and three more at 
the Academy of Countiy 
Music Awards last April. 

The good times will con¬ 
tinue for Lambert on Dec. 
1 when she performs dur¬ 
ing the hourlong CBS tele¬ 
vision special during 
which Grammy nomina¬ 
tions are announced. 

And her tour with Eric 
Church and Josh Kelley 
continues into the new 
year. 

It’s on her tour bus with 
Church and Kelley, brother 
of Lady Antebellum’s 
Charles Kelley, where she’s 
slowly been gathering the 
songs that might be candi¬ 
dates for her next album. 

She said the guitar came 
out the first weekend they 
were on tour together and 
so far she’s written four 


songs with Church and 
three with Church and Kel¬ 
ley. 

“It’s kind of crazy,” she 
said. “I guess when you 
have three writers and mu¬ 
sicians on a tour together, 
some music is going to be 
made somewhere. It’s a 
blast.” 

Church, whose 2009 al¬ 
bum Carolina drew plenty 
of attention, is excited 
about the songs that have 
come out of those sessions. 

“We’re a lot alike,” he 
said of Lambert. “She’s 
kind of the female version 
of me. 

“We write great songs 
together. We do a lot of 
that, as much as we can on 
the road. 

“Hopefully the songs 
will turn up on each oth¬ 
er’s records.”

world. Promoters, bookers, 
managers, music supervi¬ 
sors, journalists, broadcast¬ 
ers and bloggers are 
invited from all over to ex¬ 
perience the music first¬ 
hand, the hope being that 
deals will be struck, arti¬ 
cles will be written, broad¬ 
casts will be made and 
music from these artists 
will be disseminated to 
places it might never oth¬ 
erwise reach. 

Even Gene Simmons is 
here with his media en¬ 
tourage. He’s looking to 
sign people to his label, 
Simmons Records. 

Staging one of these 
events is hugely complex 
and expensive. Fortunate¬ 
ly, music is an area in 
which many sponsors 
want to be involved and in 
many cases, there are large 
wells of government mon¬ 
ey from heritage and cul¬ 
tural ministries that make 
it possible. 


This is my second year 
at M for Montreal and I’ve 
met industry folk from all 
over the world. For many, 
their knowledge of Canadi¬ 
an music used to extend 
about as deep as Arcade 
Fire. By the time eveiyone 
heads home on Sunday, 
they’ll be familiar with a 
completely new crop of in¬ 
die talent. 

Like who? Well, I have 
high hopes for PS I Love 
You, who have an impres¬ 
sive album entitled Meet 
Me at the Muster Station. 
Montreal’s SUUNS practice 
a dark form of electro-rock 
that should have interna¬ 
tional hipster appeal. Ja¬ 
son Bajada and Leif 
Vollebekk are both Mon¬ 
treal singer-songwriters 
who deserve more atten¬ 
tion, especially here at 
home. And I’m most inter¬ 
ested in the fortunes of 
Elephant Stone who con¬ 
jure images of what the 
Stone Roses might have 
been like had they just had 
a sitar player. 

Who knows who might 
break out this year? 


^Accidental 

album’ 


Neil Diamond recorded his 
latest album. Dreams, 
with just a guitar and a mi¬ 
crophone, interpreting old 
classics in a very intimate 
setting that puts the focus 
squarely on his voice. 

But the 69-year-old leg¬ 
end is hoping the stripped 
arrangement draws listen¬ 
ers closer to something 
else he holds dear — the 
songs’ lyrics. 

“On my songs, I worked 
very hard on the lyrics 
and I want people to hear 
them. I felt these songs de¬ 
serve to be heard, and so 
they are,” said Diamond. 

Explain the title Dreams. 

I titled it that because the 
album is really a dream of 
mine. It was an idea, a 
feeling, a desire to do 
these songs. I haven’t 
been able to do it for my 
entire career. I just felt at 
this point, if not now, 
when? 

After two such successful al¬ 
bums with Rick Rubin, what 
made you want to do covers? 

I went into the studio just 
to sing for my own amuse¬ 
ment. just take my guitar 
in front of a microphone 
and sing. I didn’t have any 
new songs of mine to sing, 
so I went back and just did 
some of my favourite

songs that have been out 
there. I did it every Friday 
for months, just as an up¬ 
per for me. Kind of a tonic 
for the rest of the week. It 
was more like an acciden¬ 
tal album. 

As a musical icon and grand¬ 
father, how do you combine 
that? 

Well, I would like my 
grandkids to be involved 
in music. I have given 
them guitars. I have of¬ 
fered them lessons. They 
just take to it. I’ve never 
put any pressure on them. 
If they continue to love it, 
and want to do it, they 
will. But I want them to 
have their hearts and 
minds open to music, be¬ 
cause it is nourishment to 
the soul.

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‘Scary’ pairing for Groban 


The way Josh Groban de¬ 
scribes it, working with 
Rick Rubin on his latest al¬ 
bum was sometimes like 
extended musical foreplay 
— but the feeling wasn’t al¬ 
ways pleasurable. 

The tenor and the mav¬ 
erick producer worked for 
more than a year mapping 


out the album Illumina¬ 
tions. They went over 
songs, musicians, played pi¬ 
ano parts and more — with¬ 
out recording a note in the 
studio. 

While that process has 
brought magical, often 
Grammy-winning, results 
for acts as varied as Johnny 


Gash, the Dixie Ghicks, 
Metallica and the Beastie 
Boys, for Groban, it was 
“extremely scary and very 
frustrating at times.” 

“Fm the kind of person¬ 
ality where I need to hear 
something; I need to put 
the paint on the canvas to 
kind of see what colours 


we’re working with. And 
we just blueprinted for a 
year. I mean, we didn’t even 
make noise,” Groban said 
in a recent interview. “He 
would kind of have me on 
this guiding process until 
we had a body of work that 
we hadn’t recorded, and I 
was about to explode.”

Within the first few min¬ 
utes of The Promise: The 
Making of Darkness on the 
Edge of Town, the viewer 
gets a strong sense of why 
Bruce Springsteen was 
nicknamed The Boss. 

Springsteen sulks in a 
recording studio chair, lis¬ 
tening to a playback of a 
song from his fourth al¬ 
bum as the producer, 
sound engineer and mem¬ 
bers of the E Street Band 
try to figure out why he’s 
unhappy with the take. 
The band, he says, is not 
pla 5 dng on the beat, and he 
huffs at the engineer to 
play the tape to demon¬ 
strate his point. 

E Street drummer Max 
Weinberg says although 
there are tense times de¬ 
picted on this new DVD, 
this candid moment is on¬ 
ly a part of a bigger picture 
that included many ups 
and downs within the long 
days in the studio. 

“We would go 12-hour 
days, five days a week. And 
you just pushed and 
pushed and pushed, and 
what that did was just 
taught you how to dig 
down deep to get that stuff 
out,” says Weinberg. “We’d 
show up at like three or 
four in the afternoon and 
go all night and sleep all 
day, and then you go back 
and do it again. Bruce 
would do the whole ses¬ 
sion and then he’d go back 
and write more songs. So I 
don’t know when he slept, 
but his energy was just im¬ 
pressive and infectious.” 

The new DVD is part of 
a deluxe package from 
Springsteen, which came 
out Tuesday. Also included 
is a two-GD set with 21 un¬ 
released songs. 

For Springsteen, 1975 
was a year where life imi¬ 
tated the most triumphant 



aspects of his art; when he 
released his third album. 
Born to Run. 

But in 1976, he became 
embroiled in a lawsuit 
with Mike Appel, the man¬ 
ager and producer with 
whom he split at the end 
of making Born to Run. 
The court order stipulated 
that Springsteen could not 
record any music with a 
producer not pre-approved 
by Appel. 

After the parties settled 
out of court 12 months lat¬ 
er, Springsteen was in a 
headspace far removed 
from the naive exuberance 
of his first three albums. 
He was in midst of contem¬ 
plating the meaning of his 
commercial success. 

In The Promise, Spring¬ 
steen sums it up succinct¬ 
ly. “There were two clouds 
that hung over the writing 
and recording.” 

Once the clouds of the 
lawsuit settled, Spring¬ 
steen began a creative peri¬ 
od that jdelded too many 
songs to fit on his follow¬ 
up album. 

“Ultimately Bruce 
picked the songs that be¬ 
came the Darkness on the 
Edge of Town album,” says 
Weinberg. “But the songs 
that didn’t make it are in¬ 
credible in anybody’s 
book...You could take any 
group of them and make 
up an album out of them.”

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Small changes make 
a big difference 


O The Eat This series makes food 
choices easy O Advice for eating 
out or cooking at home 


Looks like Americans real¬ 
ly do like being told what 
to eat. 

Three years after first 
telling readers to pick Mc- 
Nuggets over Filet-O-Fish 
and the low-carb slice over 
the deep dish pizza, books 
in the Eat This, Not That! 
series continue to offer 
sometimes surprising 
restaurant and supermar¬ 
ket tips. 

The latest entries: the 
2011 edition of Eat This, 
Not That! and a second 
Cook This, Not That! cook¬ 
book offers lower-calorie 
versions of restaurant 
favourites like burgers 
and calzones. 

That’s 10 books and 
more than six million 
copies in a series that still 
sells like hotcakes (which 
readers are advised to eat 
with fruit on top, not sug¬ 
ary supermarket syrup). 

The “Eat This” concept 
is simple and clever. 

Compare similar foods 
— maybe two sandwiches 
from the same chain, or 
two canned soups or 
chocolate bars — and list 
the calories, fat and salt in 
each. 

The healthier choice is 
tagged “Eat This” and the 
one clogged with bad stuff 
gets a “Not That!” 

So, Krispy Kreme cus¬ 
tomers are told to go for 
the sugar doughnut over 
the powdered cake dough¬ 
nut to save 90 calories, 
while Reese’s Peanut But¬ 


ter Cups gets the nod over 
Reese’s Fast Break bar for 
a 50-calorie savings. 

“Is it the healthiest 
food imaginable? No,” 
says series co-author 
David Zinczenko. “But if 
you try to tell people to 
put down the burger and 
go eat some broccoli, 
they’re never going to 
make any realistic 
progress.” 

Zinczenko, editor-in- 
chief of Men's Health 
magazine, instead edu¬ 
cates readers so they can 
make better — or, in some 
cases, less bad — choices 
at a given restaurant and 
at the supermarket.

Dates, not mushrooms

WEST DIVISION 


Weather will certainly be a 
factor in Calgary, where it 
snowed heavily early this 
week. Sunday's forecast calls 
for cloudy skies and sunny 
breaks with a high of -13 C. 
Wind could also be a factor to 
consider. 

All of which suggests tail¬ 
backs Joffrey Reynolds of Cal¬ 
gary and Saskatchewan's Wes 
Cates could be very important 
figures following the opening 
kickoff. 

Reynolds finished third in 
CFL rushing with 1,200 yards, 
averaging a solid 5.5 yards per 
carry with eight touchdowns. 

But his most impressive stat 
is just one lost fumble in 217 
carries. 

Cates was fifth among CFL 
rushers with 1,054 yards and 
averaged 5.2 yards per 
attempt. 

But he certainly had a nose 
for the end zone, running for a 
league-best 13 TDs. 


ON DEFENCE 


Both defences have more to 
prepare for than hard-running 
tailbacks, as both Burris and 
Saskatchewan quarterback 
Darian Durant are threats to 
make big plays with their legs 
as well as their arms. 

Durant, the league's pass¬ 
ing leader with 5,542 yards, 
was also the CFL's top-rushing 
quarterback with 618 yards at 
a sparkling average of 7.7 
yards per attempt. Burris was 
second with 491 yards, averag¬ 
ing seven yards per rush. 

Both can run away from 
pressure to buy time to look 
downfield or gain positive 
yards on the run. However, 
each has a stellar receiving 
corps so rival defences have to 
respect the pass and can't load 
up the box to stop the run. 


THE KEY TOWINNING 


If there's an edge, it has to be 
Burris's experience. The 12- 
year veteran has been here be¬ 
fore, knows what it takes to 
win and has led a team to a 
championship. Durant certain¬ 
ly is one of the CFL's top young 
stars, but there are questions 
about his consistency. 

Durant had a terrible open¬ 
ing half in last week's division 
semifinal before helping rally 
Saskatchewan to a thrilling 41- 
38 overtime victory over B.C. 
He can't afford to struggle ear¬ 
ly and see his team fall behind 
the veteran-laden Stampeders.

EAST DIVISION 


It didn't take long for the war 
of words to heat up between 
these two teams.

UNDERDOGS 


The Argos come in as decided 
underdogs, which is fine with 
them. 

But to pull off the upset, 
Toronto's defence and special 
teams will have to shine, much 
like they did in the club's 16-13 
semifinal win over Hamilton. 

The Double Blue forced five 
turnovers in that game, includ¬ 
ing two key ones on special 
teams. 

Kick-returner supreme 
Chad Owens, who led the CFL 
in kick, punt and missed field- 
goal returns as well as all-pur¬ 
pose yards, must have a big 
game and give Toronto's 
offence solid field position. 

The Argos can't be forced to 
continually have to mount 
long drives against an athletic 
and quick Montreal defence. 

Montreal's offence, 
anchored by the veteran savvy 
of Calvillo, doesn't often beat 
itself. Calvillo rarely throws in¬ 
terceptions at the best of times 
let alone in a dome under ide¬ 
al conditions. 

That puts a lot of pressure 
on a decent Toronto defence 
to be solid throughout. 


KEY PLAYER 


Boyd will be a key offensive 
figure for Toronto. If he has a 
big game, that will help buy 
Lemon some time because the 
Als will have to respect the 
running game. 

But if Montreal shuts Boyd 
down and dares Lemon to 
beat them through the air with 
the CFL's worst passing attack, 
well, advantage Alouettes. 

If Toronto wins the turnover 
and field position battles, it 
has a chance at the upset.

King Felix 
gets his 
Cy Young 
coronation 

For once, Felix Hernandez 
got all the support he need¬ 
ed for a big win. 

The Seattle Mariners ace 
earned the AL Cy Young 
Award Thursday despite a 
modest 13-12 record. 

His major league¬ 
leading 2.27 ERA and supe¬ 
rior stats put him far ahead 
of Tampa Bay’s David Price 
and the Yankees’ CC 
Sabathia and their impres¬ 
sive win-loss numbers. 

Victimized by the 
Mariners’ poor hitting all 
season, Hernandez found 
ample backing with the 
voters in this pitchers’ du¬ 
el. They clearly 
recognized how little the 
last-place Mariners helped 
him — in 10 starts, they 
were either shut out or 
held to one run. 

“This confirms the Cy 
Young is an award not only 
for the pitcher with the 
most wins, but the most 
dominant,” a teaiy-eyed 
Hernandez said while cele¬ 
brating with relatives at 
the family home in Valen¬ 
cia, Venezuela. 

King Felix got 21 of the 
28 first-place votes and 167 
points in balloting by the 
Baseball Writers’ Associa¬ 
tion of America. The 24- 
year-old right-hander led 
the league in innings 
(249%), was second in 
strikeouts (232) and held 
AL opponents to the lowest 
batting average (.212). 

Price, who went 19-6 
with a 2.72 ERA, was 
second with four first-place 
votes and 111 points. 
Sabathia, who was 21-7 
with a 3.18 ERA, drew the 
other three first-place votes 
and finished third at 102. 

“Felix is VERY deserving 
of the award,” Price tweet¬ 
ed. “I don’t think people 
understand the numbers 
he put up outside 
wins/losses!” 

The 13 wins by Hernan¬ 
dez marked the fewest for 
a Cy Young starter in a full 
season.
